He had offered to meet 
Lewis at Tule Lake, Calif., Nov. 1 
or in Washington on Nov. 6 aft- 
er completing his tour.

Truman Seeks New 
Immigration Laws 
to Help Refugees 


Washington, Oct. 24.—(AP) — 


Commending the action of Attor- 
ney General Clark in staying the 
deportation of 18 Estonian refu- 
gees, President Truman expressed 
the hope that immigration laws 
can be amended for the benefit 
of such persons. 


Clark's action in the case of 


the Estonians, who sailed from 
Sweden to Miami, Fla., in a small 
fishing sloop, was announced just 
before a White House news con- 
ference. 
The group, lacking im- 


migration visas, had been ordered 
to leave this country today. 


Clark directed the immigration 


service to try to arrange admis- 
sion for the group to some coun- 
try in this hemisphere, a justice 
department spokesman told re- 
porters.

President Truman told his news 
conference today that he will issue 
a statement on the federal budget 
later in the day. 


He gave 
no indication of the 


nature of the statement, but it re- 
portedly will be intended to clarify 
the status of spending for civilian 
public works among other things. 


The White House announcement

Court Upholds M-W 


Free Speech Right 


St. Louis Oct. 24—(AP)—In an 


unanimous decision quashing a di- 
rective of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, the U. S. circuit 
court of appeals yesterday upheld 
the right of Montgomery Ward & 
Co.. Inc., of Kansas City. Mo., to 
present its views to employes on 
the question of a scheduled NLRB 
collective bargaining election in 
January, 1944. 


"The right of free speech guar- 


anteed by the Constitution is not 
limited to any class and is not 
denied to an employer", the court 
ruled, declaring- that an employer 
is "not required to stand mute" 
because of the National Labor Re- 
lations act and that he has the 
right to defend himself and main- 
tain his employe's loyalty. 


The ruling exonerated the com- 


pany of anti-union motives in the 
release cf six employes and refusec 
to order the company to complj 
with an NLRB directive to re-hire 
them.

that point likely will be in disa- 
greement with Russia. 


The Russian desire to block dis- 


cussion of these items was de- 
scribed by American officials as 
entirely logical from the Russian 
viewpoint. Normal Soviet proced- 
ure on proposals to which they 
are opposed is to fight those pro- 
posals from the moment they first 
come up. The United States, on, 
the other hand, upholds the prin- 
ciple of free discussion as an end 
in itself, regardless of the Amer- 
ican view on the matter to be dis- 
cussed.

Churchill Inquiry 


Upsets Commons 


London. Oct. 24—(AP)—Wins- 


ton Churchill appeared today to 
have embarrassed both the Labor 
government and some of his own 
followers by his inquiry in. the 
House of Commons last night as 
to whether Russia was maintain- 
ing 200 divisions on a war foot- 
ing in Soviet-occupied eastern Eu- 
rope.
